DEATH OF MOTHER WHITNEY. 

On Wednesday, Feb. 15th, at 2.10 o’clock, Mother Whitney, a veteran:sister 
well known to the Church in Zion, passed away from a frail mortality into 
an eternal and glorious rest. She had suffered a lingering illness, and not- 
withstanding her advanced age (being over 81), and her great feebleness of 
body, she appears to have clung to life with remarkable tenacity and courage. 
At this ripe age Mother Whitney ended a life of great usefulness and un- 
swerving fidelity to the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and has left a worthy example 
to her sex as a wife, a mother and a Saint of God. | 

Elizabeth Ann Whitney was the wife of Bishop Newel K. Whitney. She 
was born in Derby, New Haven County, Connecticut, U. SA, December 26, 
1800, and was the eldest child of Gibson and Polly Bradley Smith. She had 
very careful training and education in her youth, and was naturally of a very 
refined and spiritual organization. She was married to Bishop Whitney 
when he was a young merchant in 1822. In November 1830 she became a 
member of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and as such lived 
a consistent and exemplary life until her decease. She left Kirtland with 
her husband for Missouri in 1838, but hearing of the driving of the Saints 
from that State, they remained at Carlton, Illinois, till the spring of 30, when 
they went to Commerce. 

When the Relief Society was organized at Nauvoo by the Prophet Joseph, 
she was chosen and set apart as first counselor to the President. 

Mother Whitney suffered much hardship in the exodus from Nauvoo, and 
caught a severe cold while sleeping in a tent on the frozen ground. This 
afterwards produced rheumatism, from which she never entirely recovered. 

‘ She was the mother of eleven children—seven sons and four daughters 
six being still living. She has left thirty-two grand-children and thirteen 
great grand-children. One of her grandsons is Elder Orson F. Whitney, who 
is at present laboring in the London Conference of this Mission. 
Mother Whitney was quite gifted, both by nature and by the blessings of 
the Gospel, having the gift of singing in tongues in the assemblies of the 
Saints. She has left a record which will live in time and in eternity, and 
while at her age none could expect her to survive her trying sickness, yet 
‘many are filled with sorrow at her departure, and miss her sweet voice in 
their midst. 
Wo add our parting tribute to her memory, and tender condolence to the 
many relatives and friends of the deceased in their affliction.
